University of Ken­ 
tucky, concerning tobacco production, 
have been published in a university 
bulletin. 
Growers face disaster if the 1918 
production of 427.000,000 pounds is ex­ 
ceeded, the commissioner declared at 
a meeting of loose leaf warehouse 
men. 
Europe’s immediate needs are 500,- 
000,<X>0 pounds, with but 400,000,000 
available for export, 
the university 
bulletin asserts, adding that even with 
the probability af increased acreage in 
North and South Carolina, Georgia and 
Kentucky, the total percentage of In- 
crease in the world’s crop will not be 
greatly affected. 
Meanwhile tobacco growers are re­ 
ported to be planting greatly increased 
acreage in Kentucky. 
Those in the 
central part of the state. Commission­ 
er Cohen declared, “are tobacco crazy.” 
He said some farmers had rented land 
at $200 an acre to grow tobacco, “With 
the cost of production now $150 an 
acre,” he continued, “as compared with 
$80 to $85 a few years ago, this would 
make the initial cost $350 an acre be­ 
hav a furrow is turned. Growers can­ 
not hope to profit with tobacco at 20 
cents a pound, which we fully expect, 
and the production 300 pounds an 
acre.” 
On tile other hand the university bui­ 
lt tin ex p resses the belief that “taking 
Into consideration the abnormal con­ 
ditions in the tobacco market, the out­ 
look for next year’s crop appears very 
favorable.

Toronto.—Despite the approach of 
normal peaee when there will be no 
more “enemies,” the allen enemy ques­ 
tion is still far from settled in Canada. 
Controversy 
surges 
around 
twro 
points; first: Is the alien enemy to be 
allowed to work? and, second; Is he to 
be allowed to vote?^ 
Conditions During War. 
When the war was on the allen en­ 
emy worked. There were many objec­ 


tion s to It, but labor was so scarce 
that the alien enemy who could work 
was rarely Interfered with. 
Aud he 
made big wages. Now labor is not so 
scarce, and the alien enemy’s job Is 
more precarious. 
It is not employers 
who are .interfering with bim, nor is 
It government authority. 
Pressure comes from the returned 
soldiers When their verbal protests 
get no results or produce only formal 
assurances, which they know to be 
insincere, they have on occasion raid­ 
ed the factory, sometimes with surpris­ 
ing results. Then the alien enemy is 
really out of a Job. 
As to the vote, the alien enemy lost 
his privilege during the war. Now the 
fight Is as to whether it will he given 
hack to him. 
The war times election 
act was based on the ground that the 
man who was not eligible to fight if 
needed wasn’t eligible to vote, a rough 
and ready rule which served a purpose 
and it deliberately disfranchised all 
persons of alien enemy origin whether 
they had Canadian citizenship or not. 
Fight Expected on Repeal. 
Repeal of this net was expected to 
immediately follow the close of the 
war, but now’ the government is not 
anxious to refranchise a large voting 
population which is not likely to sup­ 
port the government that originally dis­ 
franchised it. 
The parties are lining 
up for a real old-time party scrap on 
the issue. The fight will come in par­ 
liament on the introduction of the 
franchise act promised for an early 
date. 
One proposal is that an educational 
test will be framed which will have 
the effect of disfranchising large num­ 
bers of former Canadian citizens of en­ 
emy origin. 
Even if they get the vote hack many 
of the alien enemies are going to he out 
of a job. 
And they would infinitely 
prefer wartime conditions when they 
had no vote but had a good job.

Washington.—Official reports on sfg- 
j.nal corps equipment for the war. made 
public, show that one special form of 
telephone wire, unknown to com nu r- 
cial use before the war, 
w a s being 
turned out at tile rate of 
miles 
a month at a cost of nearly $6,000,000 
when the armistice was signed. 
The American telegraph and tele­ 
phone system in France totaled 96,- 
000 miles when the fighting ended. 
this being the 
semi-permanent 
in­ 
stallations. 
When fighting was at 
its peak tile corps was approximating 
the use of 68,000 miles of outpost 
wire a month in addition, one de­ 
velopment 
o f 
the 
war 
being 
the 
necessity 
of 
two-wire 
circuits 
for 
front line operations to prevent the 
enemy from “listening” in on tin* old 
style single wire equipment. 
Wire 
wastage was enormous, as it had to 
be abandoned whenever an advance 
was made. 
O f Special Design. 
There had been set up in France 
last November 282 American 
tele­ 
phone exchanges with 14,956 lines 
reaching to 8,959 stations. 
Even the 
telephone instruments used were of 
special design, combining both tele­ 
phonic and 
telegraphic communica­ 
tion, and the production of these in 
the quantity needed was a problem 
in Itself. 
At the close of hostilities 
the United States had 133 fully equip­ 
ped 
telegraph 
stations 
in 
France, 
which were handling a daily average 
of 43,845 messages of 60 words each 
during the last days of the fighting, or 
within about 5,000 of the peak load. 
An instance of the enormous de­ 
mand that developed for field glasses, 
lenses for which before

largely were obtained from Germany, 
lies in the work of the Bausch and

New York.—Oriental art treasures 
from the collection of the late Charles 
Stewart Smith came to the final ses­ 
sion of their sale in tile American Art 
galleries one day recently, and the 
leading price of $11,500 was paid by 
Parrish Watson for a tall* brilliant 
sang-de-boeuf vase of the Lang Tao 
genre and bearing a seventeenth cen­ 
tury date of the K’ank-hsi era. 
It is 
said to have been the property of the 
late Captain Brinkley, V. S. A., a noted 
connoisseur in Japan, before being 
bought by Mr. Smith. A tall powder- 
blue vase of the same era went to J. 
Voiran for $990. 
J. Goetz paid $750 
for a small sang-de-boeuf vase of the 
Lang-Yao genre and K’ang-hsi era. 
The session yielded $22,167 and the 
whole sale $27,016.
